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agency ofthe H. M. Society,many places enjoy the 
constant preaching of the gospel, which, but for its 

ency, would not have it at all. ‘There are hun- 
dreds of feeble churches in this countrythat are un- 
able to give a minister a full support. 
are aided they cannot settle a minister, nor can 
they hire preaching except for a fraction of the 
year. ‘Toenjoy the labors of an unsettled minis- 
ter for six or eight months in the year—of such a 
ninister as they can procure in their circumstan- 
ces—is a small motive to exertion and selt-saern- 
fice,

THE RAROTONGA CHIEF. 
A recent communication from the English mis- 


sion at Tahiti, furnishes the following facts, w hich 
we judged would be interesting to our readers. 


3, 1841. 





About the year 1823, the gospel was introduced 
into Rarotonga, one of the Isles of the Pacific, by 
the agency of the Rev. J. Williams. He left nea, 
several native teachers, which he had brought with | 
him from Tahiti, by whose labors, through the di- 
vine blessing, the pagan houses of worship were 
all burnt, and every idol destroyed but one, which 


is now in the Museum of the London Missionary 
Society. 


Makea, of whom we are to give some account, 
was achief, descended from those of the highest 
order in the island. He was naturally of a proud 
and haughty disposition, which had been fostered 
by the unlimited power possessed by the chiefs of 
this island, life and death literally depending upon | 
their nod. Makea early manife sted a friendly dis- 
position toward the Missionaries. The party of 
natives, hostile to Christianity and the missionaries, 
did every thing in their power to impede them in 
their work They annoyed, inevery possible way, 
all who come to the missionaries for instruction 
Several times their houses were burned, and they 
narrowly escaped death During these trying 
scenes, Makea was the firm friend of the missiona- 
ries, and of all who sought their aid in finding the 


way of life. It is worthy of notice that an epidem-

ie, which soon after prevailed in the island, se ized 
first these enemies of the mission, and, though 
some of them left the island, they carried the dis- 
ease with them, and not one of them recovered 

It was not till 1833, that Makea’s mind became 


seriously interested in religion. He had previous- 


ly fallen into some of the peculiar vices of the ts- 
land, and as, on the death of the principal judge, | 
he determined to execute the laws against vice, he. 
felt compelled himself to submit to the penalty he 

had incurred. This was a most severe 


and hum. 


bling transaction. It exposed his guilt before all; 
and his humiliation was the more severe, because 
the judge, passing sentence on him, was one of far 
inferior rank to himself. He keenly felt the fret 
too, that the judge had beer, by his own upright- 
ness and excellence of character, so educated as to

Ofien, at the conclusion of the subject, when they 
were about to leave, have I been much affected to 
hear him with much concern address the people 
and apply the solemn truths which had been the 
subject of inquiry to his own and their individual 
cases, saying, “Don't let us think that other peo- 
ple are intended. These truths deeply concern 
ourselves. What do we personally know of them ?” 

Eternity and its realities awakened in him the 
most solemn thoughts, and at times the most fear- 
ful apprehensions, which nothing could calm but 
the exhibition of divine mer y in the gift of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. This appeared to be his only 
hope and trust. 


Whata monument of divine merey 
was here! 


A chief born in heathenism ; brought 
up inall the superstitions and cruelties of heathen 
idolatry ; a despot, who had frequently imbrued his 
hands in the blood of his subjects for trifling offen- 
ces, and perhaps no offence at all; who had been| 
accustomed in his heathen state to exercise his sav- 
age brutality in hewing to pieces the wretched vie- | 
tus of his caprice and hanging the mangled por: | 
tons in various parts of his premises; such a being 
becoming a humble follower of Christ! When re- 
flecting on this part of his conduct, in connexion | 
with the solemnities of an approaching judgment, 
he would at times be filled with consternation and 
horror at the thought of meeting those he had for-| 


merly sacrificed to his cruelty. 


But he would say, | 
. | 


I did it ignorantly. Why did you English people 
delay so long sending us the gospel. This unan-| 
swerable question he ofien addressed to us.”’ 

After his conversion, Makea felt a deep interest 
im the spiritual welfare of his children. He tried 
Various means to induce them to alter their conduet, 
but with only partial success. One of his wicked | 
sons on his death-bed said to the friends about him, 
“Tam not going to heaven, but to hell.” The 
next morning, ceasing to breathe, it was thought he 
was dead, but he at length opened his eyes and 
said, that “ terror had driven him back,”’ and again 
said * he w, lost,”’ and wept aloud—then closed his 


*yesin death ! 


Makea was diligent in his office as a judge, and 
severe toward vice. After uniting with the church, 


he spent much time in visiting the sick, and con- 





versing with them about eternal realities 
poor and afflicted shared largely in his kindness 

A few days before his death, on a Saturday morn- | 
ing he rose early, took his little basket of books in 
his hand and walked to the chapel, whieh is quite 
near, took his seat in the pew and waited some- 
time, wondering why the people did not come. 
He had mistaken Saturday for the Sabbath. This 
was the first indication of insanity. After this he 
often wandered in conversation; but it is pleasing 
to know that every thing said was strictly of a reli- 
gious nature. ‘The few words that we understood 
were often these ; “Prepare, prepare! Let us go 
to the teacher to inquire about the word of God.” 
Whenever the bell was rung for divine worship he 
would struggle and make every attempt to rise, and 
make signs that he wished to go. In this state he 
continued till Oct, 28, 1839, when death closed the 
scene. 

After a sermon from the text, “ Blessed are the 
dead that die in the Lord,” his remains were com- 
mitted to the earth in hope of a glorious resurrection 
with he just.

SABBATH MAILS, . 

It is probably known to most of our readers, that 

the Sabbath mail from New-York to Boston has for 


some time been suspended. The fret has “ exei- 


ted nosmall stir” among our merchants, politicians 
and editors, and brought no small amount of abuse 
upon the authorities at Washington. The causes 
ofthe suspension have not been understood, and 
cenjecture has been busily though vainly occupied 
in searching them out. But the Atlas of last Sat- 
urday gives a Communication from a Correspon- 
dent, who writes as by authority, which clears up 
the matter quite satistuetorily. He says 

+. ; , 
Ihe true reason is with the public sentiment and 
the moral and habits of the country 
through which this line runs, and the enormous ex- 
pense of commanding the only mode of transporta- } 
tion which can be employed, on a day when its 
proprietors could only depend for indemnity on the 
matl pay! "Therein lie the true obstacles to Sab- 
bath mail service, out of New-York, eastward, and 
notin any negligence of the Government. Look 
further at the faets. On the route from New York 
to New Haven, steamboat service is obtained for 
six, days out of the seven, at $2000 per annum; 
while for transportation between the same points, 
including Sunday, under the control of the Depart- 
ment, they demand $25,000, making a difference of 
817,000 for these considerations.

And aceord- 
jinaly, after travelling over a wide region scorched 
almost to desolation, by the excessive drought of 
this summer, it was an agreeable change to find the 
| crops in the glens of these mountains,—the wheat, 
| the oats, and the grass, exhibiting all the freshness 
lof June ; while on the mountains the beautiful) Al- 
| pine plants were in full flower; and even on the 
jsummit of Mount Washington, bees and other in- 
|seets were swarming in profusion, True, the peo- 
| ple complained of drought, but it’ was far less se- 
vere than inthe more maritime parts of New Eng- 
jland: and I found a spring still issuing from the 
|broken recks and seanty soil, only 200 or 300 feet 
ibelow the summit of Mount Washington. Nor is 
there much danger that the late crops in that region 
will be cut off by frost; for, as a general fact, it is 
jtrue, that frosts do not prevail as early upon the 
|high mountains of New England as in the vallies. 
How wonderfully is the natural world adapted to 
the comfort of animated existence ! 

Upon the whole, Leannot but strongly recom- 
mend to those who take delight in the wild and 
sublime scenes of nature, and who feel the need of 
relaxation for a few days, away from the cares of 
home and the heats of summer, to turn their steps 
towards the White Hills. The impression widely 
| prevails that July and August alone are the proper 
months for visiting them. But l was assured on 
good authority that usually any part of September 
will answer almost equally well. But let me say 
to any who may go there, to make up their minds 
resolutely on two points: first, to observe the Sab- 
bath strictly,if detained there; where, far away from 
the public means of grace, the temptation 8 strong 
to violate it.
